The Colonisation Sotiety, of which 
Mr. Starr il justly proud of having been 
ihe founder, appears to have been the tint 
lo establish the principle of substituting 
tututtii in lieu of fret emigration . and 
the chief if not the only difficulty which 
the Society haa experienced in carrying 
(he principle out, has arisen from (he un- 
fair competition of the old system. And 
to the old system the Emigration Com- 
nnHionrrs mil give the preference, al> 
though, reluctantly yielding to (he in* 
Ituence of ihe Society, ihey base al last 
recognised the Sourly 'i principle:, and 
opened a branch of their department spe- 
itically for the business of what is called 
aaiialetl" emigration. To Mr. Soon 
and his associates, then, we are indebted 
fur those modifications of the uld system 
of which we were lately apprised by our 
London cor rrspan dent. Uul with ihese 
modifications, valuable as Ihey doubtleii 
aie, lie would have the colonists nol to 
he content. " I feel it my duly," be uyi, 
tu invite your special attention to (he 
propriety of strenuously urging upon 
Hua, MaJFBTY'i Qovernment, the expe- 
diency of altvjrtkrr tuptrmlixg fret flfii". 
pra/ion by a sys/ew of mutual payment*' 
The question of requiring the emigrants 
to pay , i n w hole ot lu part, the cosl ol 
their passage, has been occasionally dis- 
cusied lu the colony during the laal icrcn- 
teen yean; buL then il hsi always been 
treated as a question of refunding after 
arrival, the thought that it could be pos- 
sible to gel the money paid in adrancr 
never having occuned to any of us. We 
of coorae rejoice lo find that this vast im- 
provement on our uwn suggestion il Dot 
only practicable, but cuy, and is 
being actually carried. into effect. 
I he applications made to the Colo- 
nization Society abundantly provn, that 
amongst the inultitudra who are 
contemplating emigration from the 
United Kingdom at their own expense, 
many would avoid the United tilates if 
they could proceed aa cheaply to New 
South Walts. The Society's principle of 
" assisted" emigration would enable them 
to do this. 

One very serious etil brought to Ugh' 
by Mr. Scorr is the enormous cost of the 
Selecting Agents employed by the Km i - 
gration Commissioners, Of these there are, 
it seems, in vinous parti of the king, 
doni, no less than eighly-five. " Tile 
payment lo which these agents are en- 
titled ," says Mr. Sc/u, " is said tu aver- 
age fifteen shillings a head" uf ibe emi- 
grants selected by them ; " but a return 
printed ill llie last Report nf Ihe Select 
Coin Liitltee of the Hunne of Lords on Co- 
luni/aliuii from Ireland, Ahows that, in 
many instances, the expense thus actually 
incurred fills little short of tl per head, 
and in the past year this item alune will, 
I believe, be found lo amount lo
